Tonsies  and  Adenoids. 

The  Rochdale  Education  Committee  have  sent  76  cases, 
compared  with  68  in  1934. 

We  continue  to  co-operate  with  the  Memorial  Home  for  Crippled 
Children,  and  during  the  year  10  of  their  patients  have  been 
admitted  for  operation. 

The  treatment  of  patients  with  Radium  is  again  a  prominent 
feature,  and  during  the  year  71  patients  have  received  this  treatment. 

Motor  Accidents. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  Road 
Traffic  Acts  under  which  the  Hospital,  in  certain  circumstances, 
would  be  able  to  recover  amounts  from  Insurance  Companies.  The 
number  of  cases  treated  under  this  heading  are  85  In-patients  and 
92  Out-patients,  and  while  the  receipts  for  this  work  shews  a  slight 
increase,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  arrangements  ior  claiming  are 
yet  satisfactory. 

Finances. 

The  customary  statements  of  the  accounts,  together  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding  year  are  appended. 

The  total  ordinary  Income  for  the  year  is  ...  £14,961 

The  figure  for  1934  was  . ,  .  £14,305 

shewing  an  increase  of  £656.  The  chief  items  of  increases  on  this 
side  of  the  balance  sheet  are  Annual  subscriptions  £1 53,  Workpeople's 
Contributions  £600,  and  Paying  patients  £50.  The  increase  in 
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annual  subscriptions  is  accounted  for  by  an  additional  granW.f  £173 
from  the  Bacup  Borough  Hospital  Fund  Committee,  for  wmch  the 
Board  are  most  grateful.  Otherwise  the  Subscriptions  would  shew  a 
slight  falling  away.  The  Board  feel  there  are  many  people,  who,  if 
they  could  only  realise  the  great  work  carried  on  at  the  Hospital, 
would  willingly  become  annual  subscribers.  Decreases  in  amounts 
received  occur  in  the  Donations,  £54,  Hospital  Sunday  collections, 
£42,  and  Income  from  Investments  £63. 


The  total  ordinary  expenditure  is  .  £14,061 

while  for  1934  it  was .  £14,256 

shewing  a  decrease  of  £195. 


Provisions  shew  a  decrease  of  £260,  as  do  also  Drugs  £70, 
Instruments  £52,  and  Repairs  £220.  X-Ray,  Massage,  &c.,  costs  are 
up  by  £70,  mainly  accounted  for  by  increased  work  in  the  X-Ray 
department,  Salaries  increase  by  £50,  Pathological  by  £20,  and 
Electrical  repairs  by  £77.  This  latter  is  brought  about  by  the  cost 
of  installing  the  new  X-Ray  apparatus.

The  Board  expresses  its  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  so  readily 
responded  to  the  various  efforts  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
promoters  of  those  efforts.  It  demonstrates  to  the  Board,  and 
indeed  to  the  public  at  large,  in  a  most  practical  way,  an  increasing 
appreciation  of  the  Infirmary’s  work  on  the  part  of  those  who 
receive  most  benefit  from  it. 
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New  X-Ray. 

Hr  our  last  report  we  stated  that  the  Board  had  decided  to 
instal  a  new  X-Ray  equipment.  That  work  has  now  been  carried 
out  at  a  cost  of  £1,458.  We  are  assured  that  the  new  apparatus  is 
the  very  best  procurable,  and  our  Radiologist  has  reported  that  the 
work  which  it  is  doing  is  very  satisfactory.  As  the  statistical 
records  for  the  year  shew,  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with  in  the 
Department  have  increased  compared  with  any  previous  year. 

Blood  Transfusion  Scheme. 

In  common  with  other  important  Hospitals,  the  Medical  Board 
have  advised  that  we  should  organise  a  scheme  for  blood  transtusion. 
Following  the  lines  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  plan,  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  idea  successfully,  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  the 
co-operation  of  certain  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town.  This 
matter  is  still  under  consideration,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  the 
necessary  steps  will  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to  put  the  scheme 
into  operation. 


As  foreshadowed  when  the  new  rules  were  adopted  twelve 
months  ago,  the  Board,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Board, 
have  decided  to  appoint  a  Physician  on  the  Honorary  Staff.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  important  step  will  have  the  effect  of  broadening  the 
scope  of  the  work  done  at  the  Infirmary.  The  new  appointment 
will  be  made  at  an  early  date,  and  arrangements  for  establishing  a 
Medical  clinic  will  follow.

We  are  most  grateful  to  each  of  these  gentlemen  for  the  invaluable 
work  they  have  done  for  the  Hospital.  It  will  not — we  are  quite 
sure — be  invidious  if  we  single  out  Dr.  Richmond  for  special  mention. 
For  30  years,  Dr.  Richmond  has  laboured  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  the  Hospital,  not  only  as  Surgeon,  but  on  the  adminis¬ 
trative  side  also  he  has  been  prominent,  and  for  twelve  months  he 
held  the  position  of  President.  We  have  received  his  resignation 
most  regretfully,  and  the  Board  have  placed  upon  their  minutes  an 
expression  of  their  warmest  acknowledgments  of  Dr.  Richmond’s 
outstanding  services.  Dr.  Richmond  will  continue  to  be  associated 
with  the  hospital  and  according  to  Rule,  will  hold  the  position  of  an 
Hon.  Consulting  Surgeon.

THE  POSITION  OF  VOLUNTARY  HOSPITALS. 


ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  GOVERNORS. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Rochdale  Infirmary 
was  held  in  the  board  room  of  the  institution  on  Wednesday  evening. 
Mr.  Sutcliffe  Ormerod,  the  president,  was  in  the  chair.  There  was 
a  moderate  attendance.  Dr.  W.  Hirst  Bateman,  J.P.,  was  appointed 
president  for  the  coming  year. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  annual  report  was  read  by  Mr.  W.  Wynne,  the  Secretary. 

MR.  DAVIDSON'S  RESUME. 


In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  accounts,  Mr.  W. 
Davidson,  J.P.,  the  honorary  secretary,  referred  to  the  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  patients  compared  with  last  year.  This  was  perhaps 
partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  things  had  been  rather  un¬ 
settled  owing  to  the  changes  in  the  honorary  medical  staff.  The 
average  number  of  beds  daily  occupied — 74 — -was  the  lowest  point 
they  had  touched  for  many  years.  At  a  pinch  they  could  accom¬ 
modate  110  to  120  patients  at  the  hospital.  The  numbers  had 
increased  in  the  closing  months  of  the  year,  and  he  thought  it  was 
likely  that  in  the  current  year  they  would  get  back  to  normal.  The 
Board  considered  the  appointment  of  a  physician  on  the  staff  as  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  for  more  reasons  than  one.  One  result 
would  be  that  the  probationer  nurses  who  came  to  the  hospital 
to  be  taught  their  job  would  receive  a  more  varied  experience  than 
would  otherwise  be  the  case.  It  was  the  fact,  nevertheless,  that 
their  nurses  received  a  very  good  training,  and  from  time  to  time 
they  heard  of  their  success  in  securing  important  appointments  ; 
only  recently  one  of  their  former  probationers  was  appointed  matron 
of  one  of  the  largest  hospitals  in  the  country.  The  appointment  of  a 
physician,  they  believed,  would  lead  to  the  formation  of  a  medical 
clinic,  and  some  of  the  patients  dealt  with  there  might  find  their  way 
into  the  hospital  as  in-patients,  thus  utilising  some  of  their  surplus 
accommodation. 
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One  thing  the  report  did  not  mention  which  the  Bo^d  had 
under  consideration  was  better  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
casualties  and  out-patients.  It  was  a  matter  the  Medical  Board 
had  had  in  hand  and  to  which  they  had  drawn  the  attention  of  the 
Board,  and  they  hoped  to  take  this  work  up  in  the  coming  year. 
Referring  to  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Richmond  from  the  honorary 
medical  staff,  Mr.  Davidson  said  he  had  had  a  long  and  honourable 
connection  with  the  hospital  and  they  were  greatly  in  his  debt.  Dr. 
Richmond  had  done  some  very  fine  work  during  the  thirty  years  he 
had  been  on  the  medical  staff  ;  he  was  an  active  surgeon  from  first 
to  last,  and  he  was  sure  they  would  all  join  in  expressing  the  fervent 
wish  that  his  health,  which  had  not  been  too  good  lately,  might  soon 
be  restored  to  normal.  i 

INCREASED  WORKPEOPLE'S  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Their  finances  were  sound.  One  or  two  sources  of  income 
showed  a  falling  away,  but  on  balance  they  were  to  the  good.  The 
most  notable  feature  was  the  increased  contributions  from  the 
workpeople  of  £600.  This  was  brought  about  largely  by  additional 
subscribers  they  had  secured  for  the  penny-a-week  scheme,  as  a 
result  of  which  the  Board  were  relieved  of  a  great  deal  of  anxiety  ; 
they  knew  their  finances  were  sound  and  were  in  a  very  different 
position  from  the  committees  of  many  other  hospitals,  which  had  to 
spend  a  great  deal  of  time  trying  to  make  both  ends  meet.  That 
was  not  the  position  in  Rochdale  and  had  not  been  for  many  years. 
The  hospital  was  efficiently  and  economically  managed  and  they 
had  a  loyal  and  conscientious  staff.  They  received  sometimes  small 
complaints,  but  these  were  nothing  compared  with  the  large  volume 
of  appreciation  and  commendation  which  came  to  them. 

The  Chairman  seconded  the  approval  of  the  report  and  accounts. 

i 

Dr.  Knox,  in  supporting  the  resolution,  remarked  that  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  operations  combined  with  the  reduced 
average  length  of  stay  in  the  hospital  was  a  tribute  to  its  efficiency. 
The  improvements  outlined  in  the  report  were  very  necessary  and 
they  were  all  looking  forward  to  more  work  in  the  coming  year. 
From  the  medical  stand-point  he  could  most  heartiE  approve  the 
report. 


THE  INFIRMARY  STANDING  STILE? 

Dr.  Cox  also  supported  the  adoption  of  the  report.  So  far,  he 
said,  reference  had  been  made  to  concrete  facts — the  amount  of  work 
done  and  the  results,  financial  and  otherwise.  They  were  well 
within  their  spending  limits,  and  yet,  paradoxically  enough,  the 
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work  <jj^the  hospital  appeared  to  be  going  down.  Whether  that  was 
eorrecWemained  to  be  proved.  He,  however,  would  rather  look  at 
the  whole  matter  from  a  business  standpoint.  In  business  concerns 
one  of  three  things  might  happen — that  the  business  was  standing 
still,  progressing  and  making  more  money,  or  losing  money,  and  of 
these  three  positions  the  only  satisfactory  one  was  that  in  wdiich 
more  money  was  being  made  and  more  work  being  done.  In  their 
case  they  seemed  to  be  standing  still,  which  to  him  was  not  quite 
satisfactory.  One  might  ask  why  they  were  not  doing  more  and 
more  work,  and  this  raised  the  questions  whether  as  a  business  they 
were  attracting  the  amount  of  work  that  they  should,  whether  their 
establishment  did  not  hold  the  position  it  should  in  the  public  eye, 
and  whether  they  ought  not  to  be  spending  more  money  and  perhaps 
going  into  debt.  When  they  wTere  not  in  debt  people  were  apt  to  sit 
back  in  their  chairs  and  imagine  that  the  hospital  required  no  more 
money.  Generally  speaking,  as  Mr.  Davidson  had  said,  hospitals 
were  in  debt,  and  why  should  they  not  be  ?  It  might  be  a  bad  thing 
to  admit  they  were  well  off,  and  he  felt  that  they  ought  to  be 
spending  more  money  in  various  ways,  for  more  was  required  to  be 
done.  Moreover,  there  was  now  another  hospital  in  the  district 
which  was  doing  a  great  deal,  and  he  was  sure  that  they,  too,  would 
be  called  on  to  do  more. 

The  report  and  balance  sheet  were  approved. 

THANKS  TO  THE  OFFICERS. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Mitchell  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring 
officers  and  to  the  honorary  surgeons  for  their  work  during  the  year, 
and  remarked  that  it  was  obvious  that  on  this  side  at  any  rate  they 
were  heavily  in  debt — a  debt  in  respect  of  which  the  only  tribute 
they  could  pay  was  in  moving  annually  the  resolution  now  before 
them.  Those  associated  with  the  Infirmary  and  the  townspeople 
generally  would  join  in  that  tribute. 

Mr  A.  Butterworth  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was''  unani- 
mous.lv  carried. 


THE  PRESIDENT  S  ELECTION. 

DR.  BATEMAN  REVIEWS  THE  POSITION 
OF  VOLUNTARY  HOSPITALS. 


The  election  of  Dr.  Bateman  as  the  new  president  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  T.  W.  Woffinden,  J.P.  Most  of  them  were  aware,  Mr. 
Woffinden  said,  of  Dr.  Bateman’s  ability  and  qualifications.  If 
they  were  to  be  progressive  the}^  should  have  at  the  head  ot  affairs 
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men  of  outstanding  ability  and  capacity  to  lead  them  to  thai^  goals 
they  were  desirous  of  attaining.  He  believed  they  had  sucn  a  man 
in  Dr.  Bateman,  and  in  electing  him  president  they  were  adding 
another  name  to  the  long  list  of  presidents  who  had  been  real 
leaders.  By  the  end  of  Dr.  Bateman’s  term  of  office  they  would 
probably  find  that  plans  would  be  forthcoming  which  would  satisfy 
some  of  the  desires  which  had  been  expressed. 

In  seconding  the  resolution,  Mr.  J.  H.  Waldron  also  paid 
tribute  to  Dr.  Bateman’s  work,  and,  in  referring  to  Dr.  Cox’s 
criticism  of  the  report,  said  they  should  not  overlook  the  fact  that 
they  were  now  in  competition  with  a  municipal  hospital  which  was 
subsidised  from  the  rates.  To  say  that  they  were  in  a  healthy 
position  and  not  progressive,  however,  was  a  mistake,  because  health 
was  the  essence  of  progress,  and  he  felt  they  could  claim  that  they 
had  a  progressive  hospital. 

Mr.  Davidson,  in  supporting  the  motion,  mentioned  that  Dr. 
Bateman  had  been  a  member  of  the  honorarv  medical  staff  since 
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1904,  and  during  the  time  that  had  since  elapsed  he  had  done  some 
very  fine  work.  Dr.  Bateman  could  look  back  with  pride  and 
satisfaction  on  that  work.  Amongst  his  medical  predecessors  in  the 
office  were  Dr.  Colley  March,  Dr.  R.  B.  Sellers,  Dr.  Kerr  and  Dr. 
Richmond,  and  he  (Mr.  Davidson)  felt  that  Dr.  Bateman,  in  allowing 
his  name  to  go  forward,  was  linked  with  a  very  select  band  of  past 
colleagues.  They  ought  to  feel  grateful  that  Dr.  Bateman  was 
taking  up  the  position  and  adding  one  more  service  to  the  many  he 
had  already  rendered  to  the  hospital. 

The  retiring  President  added  his  tribute,  and  Dr.  Bateman  was 
unanimously  elected. 

THE  PRESIDENT’S  REPLY. 

In  returning  thanks,  Dr.  Bateman  said  he  was  proud  to  hold  the 
position  of  president  of  the  institution,  first,  because  at  the  end  of 
thirty  years  day  to  day  work  there,  they  should  still  wish  to  elect  him 
to  the  position,  and  second,  because  it  was  a  matter  of  pride  to 
occupy  a  chair  which  had  been  filled  in  the  past  by  so  many  men  who 
had  been  the  bearers  of  names  illustrious  in  the  annals  of  the 
institution  and  the  town  of  Rochdale.  He  could  only  express  the 
hope  that  he  would  not  fall  short  of  their  stature,  and  he  could 
assure  those  present  that  if  he  did  it  would  not  be  because  he  had  not 
tried  to  the  best  of  his  ability  adequately  to  carry  out  the  duties  of 
the  post.  His  election  brought  with  it  pleasure  tinged  with  sadness. 
These  more  or  less  ornamental  posts  were  footprints  on  the  sands  of 
time — an  evidence  that  one’s  working  life  was  drawing  to  its  close 
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and  ^drat  before  long  the  word  “  finis  ”  would  be  written  to  one’s 
wor Jpand  then  to  one’s  life.  He  wished  he  could  feel  when  that 
time  came  that  he  would  have  done  what  in  the  enthusiasm  of  youth 
he  set  out  to  do. 


EXISTENCE  THREATENED. 

Dr.  Bateman  went  on  to  say  that  these  were  serious  times  for 
voluntas  hospitals.  Their  very  existence  was  threatened  and  the 
whole  basis  of  their  foundation  was  questioned.  The  voluntary 
hospitals  had  prospered  because  they  had  deserved  to  do  so  by  the 
quality  and  efficiency  of  the  work  which  had  been  done  in  them,  and 
so  long  as  the  quality  and  efficiency  were  kept  up  so  long  would  the 
hospitals  prosper.  Since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  which 
placed  the  control  of  wrhat  used  to  be  the  Poor  Taw  hospitals  in  the 
hands  of  the  municipalities  and  their  health  committees,  these 
hospitals  had  progressed  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

“  Money  has  been  poured  into  them  to  provide  more  efficient 
and  up-to-date  buildings,”  Dr.  Bateman  continued,  “  larger  and 
more  specialised  staffs,  both  resident  and  visiting,  a  plentiful  supply 
of  the  most  modern  equipment,  and  last  but  by  no  means  least,  an 
adequate  nursing  staff,  well  housed  and  provided  for.  But  even 
this  is  not  all.  The  clerical  and  record  making  work  has  been,  so  far 
as  is  possible,  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  medical  staff  and  done 
by  a  specially  provided  clerical  staff,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the 
clerical  and  recording  work  is  kept  up  to  date.  Is  there  not  a  lesson 
here  for  us  to  learn  ?  Bet  us  examine  our  own  institution  and  see 
in  what  way  it  can  be  improved  ;  how  it  can  be  made  more  efficient. 
Arrangements  which  were  considered  adequate  twenty-five  years 
ago  are  no  longer  adequate  now.” 

THE  PROPOSED  NEW  MEDICAE  UNIT. 

He  was  delighted  to  note  that  the  Board  had  decided  that  the 
time  was  ripe  for  the  establishment  of  a  medical  unit  to  do  purely 
medical  work.  That  would  involve  both  in-patient  and  out-patient 
provision.  In  his  opinion,  the  work  of  that  unit  would  be  mainly  the 
investigation  of  difficult  medical  cases,  the  establishing  of  diagnosis, 
and  the  laying  down  and  commencing  of  lines  of  treatments, 
together  with  the  treatment  of  some  of  the  acute  medical  cases.  The 
establishment  of  this  unit  would  involve  the  careful  consideration  of 
the  whole  of  the  arrangement  for  the  treatment  of  out-patients.  In 
these  days  an  out-patient  department  was  mainly  consultative  and 
the  arrangements  should  make  the  work  of  the  honorary  staff — in 
seeing  and  reporting  an  these  cases — as  light  as  possible.  This 
applied  not  only  to  the  arrangement  of  rooms  but  to  do  the  provision 
of  adequate  clerical  assistance. 
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The  casualty  department,  too,  was  a  very  important  parjf^f  the 
work  of  the  Rochdale  Infirmary.  They  must  be  sure  that  thef  were 
not  allowing  the  arrangement  and  equipment  of  that  department  to 
fall  behind  the  most  modern  ideas.  The  special  departments, 
ophthalmic,  X-ray,  and  physiotherapeutic  needed  constant  watching 
to  see  that  the  personnel  and  equipment  did  not  fall  below  the 
constantly  expanding  calls  on  them.  He  hoped  some  day  that  it 
might  be  possible  to  add  an  ear,  nose  and  throat  and  dental  services 
to  the  existing  special  departments. 

Dr.  Bateman  added  that,  speaking  as  a  member  of  the  honorary 
staff,  but  as  one  whose  active  work  was  nearly  done,  and  also  as 
president  of  the  institution,  he  believed  they  had  a  staff,  both 
medical  and  nursing,  as  well  equipped  professionally  and  as  keen, 
and  a  Board  as  anxious  for  the  welfare  of  the  Infirmary  as  ever 
existed  since  it  began  its  beneficient  work.  They  had  only  to  work 
together  and  he  believed  there  were  more  glorious  pages  than  had 
yet  been  written  to  be  added  to  the  annals  of  the  Rochdale 
Infirmary.  (Applause.) 

TRIBUTE  TO  MR.  DAVIDSON. 

Tributes  to  Mr.  Davidson  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Booth  wrere  paid  when 
these  gentlemen  were  re-elected  honorary  secretary  and  honorary 
treasurer  respectively.  “  For  something  like  thirty  years  or  more 
Mr.  Davidson  has  given  efficient  and  devoted  service  to  this  institu¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  impossible  to  thank  him  adequately  for  all  he  has 
done,”  said  Mr.  Booth,  in  proposing  Mr.  Davidson’s  re-election 
“  We  hope  we  shall  have  him  with  us  for  many  years  to  come.  I 
think  you  will  all  agree  that  it  is  very  largely  due  to  Mr.  Davidson 
that  the  finances  of  this  institution  are  in  such  a  healthy  condition 
to-day.  His  sound  financial  judgment  has  enabled  the  institution 
to  build  up  its  capital  on  a  firm  foundation  and  thereby  ensure  our 
income  to  carry  on  the  work  we  are  doing  here.” 

Mr.  A.  H.  Winterburn,  who  seconded,  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  salubrious  air  of  Southport,  where  Mr.  Davidson  now  resides, 
would  renew  his  youth,  so  that  they  would  be  proposing  his  re- 
election  in  years  to  come. 

Dr.  Bateman  supported  the  resolution. 

In  returning  thanks  Mr.  Davidson  observed,  "  Mr.  Winterburn 
talks  of  future  years.  I  cannot  deal  with  those  ;  ‘  one  step  enough 
for  me.’  I  am  content  to  accept  office  for  another  year.” 

Mr.  Booth’s  re-election  as  treasurer  was  moved  by  Councillor 
T.  E.  Kershaw,  J.P.,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Kay. 
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Elections  to  the  Board  of  Management  were  :  governors’ 
representatives,  Mrs.  S.  Turner,  Mrs.  L.  Tweedale,  Miss  Watson,  Mr. 
G.  E.  Collins,  Mr.  S.  Heap,  Mr.  R.  T.  Holt,  Councillor  T.  E.  Kershaw, 
J.P.,  Mr.  T.  E.  Mitchell,  Mr.  J.  N.  Walsh  and  Mr.  R.  Watson. 
Workpeople’s  representatives,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Waldron,  J.  E.  Kay, 
A.  Butterworth,  J.  Coneys,  G.  Hawkyard,  W.  H.  Kershaw,  F.  Marsh, 
T.  Moores,  S.  Ormerod  and  A.  H.  Winterburn  ;  representative  of 
the  Rochdale  Equitable  Pioneers’  Society  limited,  Mr.  T.  W. 
Woffinden,  J.P.,  together  with  the  honorary  officers  of  the 
institution. 

Messrs.  W.  S.  Lewis  and  Son  were  re-elected  auditors. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  for  presiding,  proposed  by 
Dr.  Cox  and  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  Marsh,  concluded  the  meeting. 
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EDITORIAL  NOTES. 

The  Infirmary  Annual  Meeting. 

The  general  and  financial  reports  presented  to  the  Journal 
meeting  of  the  governors  of  the  Rochdale  Infirmary  on  Wednesday 
show  a  reduced  number  of  in-patients  (118)  but  an  increased  income 
of  £656.  As  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  in-patients  the  hon. 
secretary  (Mr.  Davidson)  put  it  down  partly  to  unsettled  conditions 
consequent  on  the  changes  in  the  hon.  medical  staff,  but  Dr.  Cox  and 
the  new  President  (Dr.  Bateman,  J.P.)  hinted  at  the  competition  of 
the  municipal  hospital  at  Birch  Hill  as  having  some  bearing  on  the 
position.  This  latter  is,  of  course,  financed  from  public  sources,  and 
in  that  respect  at  any  rate  has  an  advantage  over  voluntary 
institutions  dependent  for  their  maintenance  on  private  support. 
On  this  point  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  but  for  the  increased  support 
from  the  Workpeople’s  Committee  penny-a-week  scheme,  which 
contributed  an  extra  £600  last  year  and  certain  grants  the  accounts 
would  not  show  as  well  as  they  do.  vSubscriptions  are,  we  are  glad 
to  see,  slightly  up,  but  the  hospital  collections  in  churches,  the 
donations,  and  the  interest  on  investments  are  down.  Still,  the 
Institution,  as  Mr.  Davidson  said,  is  in  a  sound  financial  position,  and 
for  this  later  speakers  paid  a  just  tribute  to  Mr.  Davidson’s  constant 
care,  skill  and  oversight.  While  the  in-patients  have  decreased  the 
report  shows  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  out-patients. 
New  Developments. 

Several  new  developments  at  the  Infirmary  were  indicated  with 
a  view  to  increasing  the  scope  and  efficiency  of  the  Institution..  For 
example,  a  scheme  for  blood  transfusion  is  under  consideration  and 
seems  likely  in  the  near  future  to  be  definitely  arranged  for.  Again, 
the  Board  have  decided,  on  the  initiative  of  the  Medical  Board,  to 
appoint  a  physician  on  the  honorary  staff  with  the  natural  corollary, 
the  establishment  of  a  clinic  where  patients  can  consult  the  physician 
and  Mr.  Davidson  indicated  improved  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
casualties  and  out-patients.  Another  point  which  is  worth  con¬ 
sideration  is  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  resident  house  surgeon 
as  is  the  case  with  the  municipal  hospitals  which  are  competing  with 
the  voluntary  hospitals  so  sharply. 

The  New  President. 

Dr.  Bateman’s  election  as  President  of  the  Infirmary  is  a  choice 
upon  which  the  public  can  congratulate  not  only  him,  whose  long 
and  able  services  it  recognises,  but  the  Institution  itself.  Dr. 
Bateman  is  not  only  an  ornament  of  his  own  profession  but  a  public- 
spirited  citizen  whose  abilities  and  services  have  been  put  at  the 
disposal  of  various  institutions,  notably  the  Crippled  Children’s 
Home,  where  from  the  outset  he  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  ;  and 
his  appointment  as  chairman  of  the  Juvenile  Court  for  the  borough 
was  universally  recognised  as  an  ideal  one,  for  he  combines  a 
judicial  mind  with  an  understanding  of  child  life  and  an  instinctive 
notion  of  the  best  way  of  dealing  effectively  with  them.  Dr. 
Bateman  lives  a  many-sided  life  and  is  one  of  those  men,  of  whom  it 
may  be  said,  that  however  busy  they  are  they  can  contrive  to  find 
time  for  some  new  service.
